Overall,  the  pieces  will  grade  from  very  good  to 
very  fine,  with  the  majority  falling  into  the  fine  category  except  for  the 
defects  mentioned  later  in  this  description.  Virtually  all  of  the  issues 
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are  bound,  some  hardbound  and  some  in  paper  covers,  in  one,  two  or  three 
month  volumes.  The  1904  set  is  lacking  the  March  issues.  The  consignor 
states  that  a  very  few  other  individual  issues  may  not  be  present,  but 
that,  for  the  most  part,  the  run  is  vitually  complete  as  issued.  There 
is  a  possiblity  that  the  March,  1904  issues  are  present,  but  perhaps  out 
of  chronological  order,  as  the  entire  run  occupies  nearly  6g  linear  feet. 

These  papers  were  obtained  from  a  well  known  private  California  University 
library,  and  appear  to  have  been  used  extensively  as  most  issues  exhibit 
some  tearing  at  the  middle  of  the  spine.  While  not  "pristine"  examples, 
the  present  offering  affords  an  unusual  opportunity  to  acquire  an  impor¬ 
tant  run  of  the  "Bible  of  Wall  Street."  It  might  be  well  here  to  remind 
potential  bidders  that  postage  in  a  mail  bid  sale  is  the  buyers  responsi¬ 
bility,  and  this  large  grouping  will  cost  a  nominal  amount.  In  addition, 
due  to  the  volume  of  material  coupled  with  the  amount  of  time  and  packing 
supplies  required  to  accomodate  the  lot,  there  will  be  a  $20.00  handling 
charge.  As  always,  in  any  of  my  sales,  this  item  is  sold  without  reserve. 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  offering  of  a  similar  run,  therefore  I  am  utilizing 
my  own  judgement  in  estimating  the  lot  at  less  than  150  per  issue,  or  $500.00

The  following  run  of  Swedish  auction  catalogues  consist  primarily  of  the 
sales  of  Daniel  Holmberg.  These  pieces  are  exceedingly  difficult  to  lo¬ 
cate;  indeed,  the  extensive  holdings  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society 
lack  all  of  the  first  92  sales,  as  well  as  20  of  the  next  35  issued.  I 
know  of  no  substantial  offering  of  these  catalogues  in  recent  times.  The 
items  are  undoubtedly  from  the  library  of  Alex  Julius  deLagerberg  (1849- 
1938)  as  many  have  his  signature  or  book  stamp  on  the  front  covers.  Mr. 
deLagerberg  was  one  of  the  incorporators  of  the  Federal  Charter  of  the 
A.N.A.  in  1911,  and  served  for  several  years  on  the  Board  of  Governors.
